- SUBJECT resides at 3513 Dorothy Lane South, Fort Worth, Texas, 
PEI-1639, with her husband, PETER, who is Russian born. He is employed 
St the TATES POOL ENGINEERING COMMITTEE and teaches Russian at the 
FORT WURTH PUBLIC UBRART at night. 

SUBJECT stated that LEE HARVEY OSWALD went to this library 
some time during the summer of 1962 and talked to her husband about 
getting a job as a Russian interpreter. PETER GREGORY was unable to 
help OSWALD find a job like this, but he did invite LEE HARVEY and 
his wife, KARINA, to his home a few days later for an afternoon 
gathering with a few of his friendB. 

SUBJECT was very reluctant to discuss anything concerning 
OSWALD, and her husband was out of town. However, she did offer the 
name of MAX CLARK, an attorney in Fort Worth, saying he might be 
able to furnish more information. She stated that neither she nor 
her husband knew JACK RUBY.
